We telegraphed these figures out to the Governor- 
General at 4, but without drawing attention to the 
fact that Col. Stafford had overlooked the question 
of Personal Emoluments in his estimate of 
expenditure.

4.The position disclosed in (5) is, I think, 
an encouraging one. In particular, the estimated 
revenue for the six months period is now £93,000, 
as compared with the B.MA. estimate for a nine- 
month period of only some £74,700 and 
Cole Stafford's rather gloomy estiuate of £49,000 
for the six month period. If this figure is realised, 
it argues a much more rapid return to prosperity on 
the part of Brunei than had previously been thought 
possible, as the present estimate of revenue for the 
nine month period does not fall so very far below the 
average yearly revenue for the period 1936-190 
inclusive, which to the nearest round figure was

5. On the expenditure side, the figure now given 
for recurrent expenditure is that included in the 
BeMe Ae draft Kstimates prepared last April, which was, 
I think, based on the 1942 draft Estimates and is 
therefore probably reasonable.

3. There can be no doubt that financially 
speaking Brunei is comparatively much the soundest 
of all the Borneo territories, though like its 
neighbours, Sarawak and North Borneo, Brunei has 
unknown liabilities in the form of (a) repayment 
of its share of the cost of the relief and 
rehabilitation goods, (b) an ultimate contribution 
towards the costs of the Military Administration 
(unless this is waived), and (c) a contribution 
towards the cost of war damage compensation. But 
even when these unknown liabilities are taken into 
account, I think we can safely say that there is 
no danger of Brunei gmp falling under Treasury 
control. 


?-The Governor-General enquirkes whether the 
detailed Estimates may be approved forthwith, or 
whether prior examination will be necessary here. 

It will be seen from the attached pre-war Estimates 
papers that Brunei Estimates have never been 
submitted to the Secretary of State for his prior 
approval.

In addition to these statements I enclose 
another one (D) in which is set-forth the actual and estimated 
Revenue and Expenditure for the second half of 1946. From the 
latter it will be seen that the State ended the half year (this 
period coincided almost exactly with the resumption of the Civil 
Government) with a surplus of $94,549.00. This appears to be 
a great deal brighter than the original estimate for a deficit of 
$134,458.00 - and the revised estimate for a deficit of $84,458.00- 


but it is superficially misleading for the following reasons. 


Expenditure on account of Special Expenditure and Public Works 
Extraordinary dropped by $61,000.00 = and $56,000.00 - respectively 
owing to the non-arrival of materials and similarly Personal 
Emoluments and 0.C.A.R. dropped by $30,000 and $17,000 
respectively the major causes of which were the provision for 
Civil Staff which did not eventuate until the departure of 
B.MeA. army officers towards the end of the year and the non- 
payment of the State contribution to the M.E.0O. 

Revenue was much as expected there being a 
deficit in the estimates of only $32,785. 

As has been made clear in my covering 
memorandum to the 1947 estimates the prospects of the State 
are sound and good.

I forward the attached copies of 
recent telegrams from and to the 
Governor-General, Malaya, on the subject 
of the current Brunei Estimates, in case 
they may be of interest to the Treasurye 
The Estimates in question cover the period 
from 6th July, 1946, the date of the 
restoration of civil government in Brunei, 
to 3lst December, 1946. <A deficit over the 
period of £15,000 is budgetted for, but 
it seems probable that this figure may be 
reduced by curtailment of special expenditurs 
owing to the shortage of materials. The 
nominal value of Brunei Reserve Funds 
at present held by the Crown Agents is 
about £192,000 and it seems clear that the 
estimated deficit can be very easily 
carried. We are bearing in mind the fact 
that, like the other Borneo territories, 
Brunei has liabilities, at present 
unknown, in respect of (a) repayment of 
its share of the.cost of relief and 
rehabilitation goods, (b) a contribution
